Potz Renews 
Fight for Life 
After Reprieve 

Ignatz Potz, who was saved from 
the gallows in a midnight reprieve by 
Gov? Small, will renew his fight 
for life. His reprieve expires Aug, 18. 

Potz was under sentence to hang 
Friday morning for the murder of 
William Peterson, a motorcycle police- 
man. 

Lester William, his attorney, began 
his fight armed with an affidavit by a 
Kenosha, Wis,, saloonkeeper, who ad- 
mitted perjury at the trial. Williams 
told Gov. Small that Potz had been 
pushed through a speedy trial and rail- 
roaded to the gallows so Judge Claire 
C. Edwards could hear the governor's 
own trial. 

The official paper issued by Gov. 
Small which gave Potz his sixty day 
lease of life and which -the governor 
handed to Sheriff Elmer Green, under 
which the sheriff halted his plans for 
the hanging: 

June 16, 1922. 

To the Sheriff of Lake County, Illi- 
nois, and to all other officers of the 
law, Greeting: 

By virtue of the power in me vested 
by the constitution of the state of Illi- 
nois, and upon the advice and recom- 
mendation of the division of pardons 
and parols of the department of pub- 
lic welfare, I hereby grant a reprieve 
to Ignatz Potz until iFriday, Aug. 18, 
1922, on which day, if there be no 
further order in the matter by the 
executive of the state of Illinois, or 
by any court of competent jurisdiction 
in the state of Illinois, tho sentence 
pronounced against the said Ignatz 
Potz in the.circuit court of Lake Coun- 
ty at the March, 1922, terra thereof, 
sentencing him to be hanged on the 
16th day of June, A. D., 1922, shall be 
executed.

That the new Chichgo Milk market- 
ing contract wilL become the standard 
pooling document for co-operative 
dairj' marketing organizations of the 
entire .country iwas the statement 
made by Aaron Sapiro, California 
co-operaive marketing expert, in ad- 
dressing five thousand dairymen who 
met in six points in the Chicago zone 
last week, to begin the re-organiza- 
tion of the Milk Producers Ca^operat- 
ive Marketing company. 

"No other contract so far developed 
by any section of the United States," 
said Mr. Sapiro, ''presents clauses 
which so thoroughly protect not only 
the producers but the dealer and con- 
sumer as well." 

The meetings developed the fact 
that all held up milk checks of the 
company will be paid at once by an 
issue of negotiable bonds a[;«i:.st'milk 
plants held by the company. An- 
nouncement was made of a new fea- 
ture %vhich provides that the service 
charge is to be collected from the 
dealer. Dealers will pay members for 
their milk a greater price than they 
will pay non-niembcrs. 

"The essential difference," he de- 
clared, "between co-operative milk 
marketing and the present individual 
system, the producer who knows 
nothing of conditions, brings in his 
milk and trusts to fortune as to 
whether the mjlk will be used and how 
it will be used. He can do nothing 
but dump his product .upon the market. 
Under tho co-operative system, how- 
ever, such as this contract will set up, 
the milk will be distributed in an 
orderly manner to each market in just 
such a proportion as the market is 
able to absorb. That which should 
logically be shipped to Chicago for 
consumption Iwill bq directed most 
advantageously w^hile other milk which 
properly belongs to outlaying cream-r 
eries and condensaries will be diverted 
for their use." 

"Payments to the producers are to 
be made on a basis used for the first 
time in the history of milk market- 
ing," said Mr. Sapiro, "four different 
money pools are to be created: First, 
receipts from fluid milk sales; second, 
sales of milk for condensaries; third, 
for cheese; fourth, butter. The average 
price received by the lowest pool will 
be used as the basis for all payments 
to the dairyman. In addition, the pro- 
ducers delivering milk for use in one 
of the higher priced pools will receive 
a proportionately larger amount. 

"A reserve fund is to be deducted 
from the milk checks to cnablo the 
company to gradually acquire conden- 
saries and creameries should the need 
develop." 



The committee, Messrs, King, Vcs 
and Hillebrand, who made the trip to, 
Springfield for the latting of the statsa 
end of tho bid^ Wednesday morning.

The choice between the Merrick Con- 
struction Co., and the Rutledge Con- 
struction Co., was quite a problem for 
the local board and they reserved their 
decision until after the conference with 
Mr. Sheets at Springfield, Wednesday!! 

The state had the privilege of 
accepting any of the bids submitted to 
them, the bid accepted being the amount 
to be rebated to the village. At pres- 
ent the two bids known to have been 

submitted to Soringfield were the Rut- 
ledge. ConatruStioFvCo,. at $25,879 and 
the Merrick Cons..

The bids were opened at 10 o'clock 
in the village hnll.

Vos andWil- 
liam Hillebrand, of tlie village board 
of local improvement, Mr. Russell and 
Mr. Runyard, of Waukogan, and tho 
bidders. 

Mr. King announced the bids as fol- 
lows: Rutledge Cons.

{A spray made up of arsenate of* lead 
aione is not very effective in control* 
Ung this pest, because the foliage ia 
not eaten. The only chance the plant 
bee have to get the poison is when 
their sharp beaks penetrate the leaf 
or twig to get the sap. 

The aphis have some natural ene- 
mies, among them sweat flies, aphis 
lions and lady bugs. When these in- 
sects are numerous In the sprang there 
is usually little trouble with aphis. 
Apparently this spring the natural 
enemies were few so the plant lice 
multiplied rapidly. The summer 
broods are bom alive while the spring 
brood.lt hatched from eggs deposited 
the previous fall. The last summer 
brood develop wings and leave - the 
trees to feed on weed and grass, but 
return to the tree before winter to 
deposit eggs for tEe first spring 
brood. 

The best spray for controlling plant 
lice.is^iBlackleaf 40. If the lice are 
very plentiful make, the Solution" twice 
as strong as given in the directions on 
the qan.. Dissolve a pounds of soap 
In every twenty-five gallons of water 
used and mix with it the proper 
amount of Blackleaf 40 according to 
directions or stronger if the lice are 
very plentiful.

Aphis or Plant Llee 

Many fruit . trees this year, espe^ 
cially -plums, are Infested with plant 
lice. They may be found In great 
numbers on the tender ends oi 
branches and under side of leaves. 

These small green or dark brown 
insects do not cat the foliage bat 
do the .damage .by piercing the leaves 
and branches with their pointed beaks 
and suck the sap, causing loaves to 
curl up and if continued long enough 
tlie leaves may turn blown and the 
end of the branches die. 

To .effectively control plant lice, a 
spray must be used that kills them by 
contact.' The spray must be applied to 
the under side of leaves so that every

The waffle Is especially welcome dur- 
luK cold weather, nnd la good made of 
Bour milk. 

Wafflas.— Take one and 
one-half cupfula of fU>ur, 
one-half tonspoonful of 
soda, one-fourth t e a - 
spoonful 'of fluU. one 
tnblespoonful . of Sugar, 
three well beaten egg 
yolka and one cupful of 
sour milk. Add the soda 
to the milk, then the egg 
yolks and flour wltli siUt; 
fold In tho fltlflly beaten whites of the 
eggs and two tableapoonfuls of melted 
butter or other shortening. Beat well 
and cook on a hot waffle Iroa Serve 
with any cold sirup. 

Peanut Butter Br«d.— Sift two cup- 
fuls of flour with three teaspoonfuU 
of baking powder and one teaspoonful 
of solt, udd one cupful of pennut but- 
ter, one-half cupful of sugar and mix 
well. Beat two eggs, add one cupful 
of milk, tlien add flour and beat well.

When well blended set 
away and later sprinkle over the 
cake. Take two cupfuls of flour, one-

Not to -wait until the sufTorlng wom- 
en nnd children of tlie mining camps 
have become a national calamity. 
Tft end the strike now. 
The appeal says In part: 
""To- the President of, the "United 
States: "We desire to express to you; 
on. behalf of the three great religions 
that we represent, our conviction that 
the time has arrived when our gov- 
ernment should net to bring ahoiit a 
conference in the bituminous coal In- 
(lustry to end the present strike. 

"Whenever either dlsputnnt In a 
controversy declines to employ the 
methods of conference and arbitra- 
tion' it becomes proper for the gov- 
ernment to intervene. It is Inconceiv- 
able that public action should wait 
until the sufterlngs of women and 
children In the mining, towns have 
reached the proportions of a natlbriiil 
calamity. 

*'0n ilarch 31, 1022, representatives 
of the commission on the church. and 
social service of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ In America 
and the department of social action 
of the National Catholic Welfare 
council put before you a resolution 
adopted by thoir respective bodies 
urging government action looking 
toward the settlement of the coal con- 
troversy. 

"At that time It was pointed out 
that the operators In the central com- 
petitive field, comprising HUnols, In- 
diana, Ohio and western Pennsyl- 
vania, had pledged themselves two 
ycnrs previously to confer with the 
union in order to negotiate a now con- 
tract. Wo wish to express our ap- 
proval of the action of the administra- 
tion In publicly fixing responsibility 
for the failure of such a conference 
upon certain coal operators who were 
unwilling to bo governed by the terms 
of their agreement. 

"It Is a matter of profound satisfac- 
tion that the strike has iieen remark- 
ably orderly. We have also been 
gratified to note that tlie press has 
made an unusually successful effort 
to record tho facts of this conlUct, 
Nevertheless, nothing elTectual has 
been done'to bring it to an end. 

"We therefore, arc Impelled to 
urge once more thut the Kovcrnmei^. 
take steps to end the coal strike by 
bringing the operators and miners Into 
conference. 

"We would respectfully call your 
attention again to the necessity of se- 
curing adequate information concern- 
ing the essential facts of the coal in- 
dustry. In particular, the absence of 
authoritative Information concerning 
cost of production and profits, has 
served to increase discontent among 
the mine workers. 

"In the anthracite flelds where con- 
ferences arc still In progress the lack 
of full information regarding Uie 
finnnclat facts of the Industry may 
cause the failure of all attempts to 
negotiate a new agreement. The con- 
sumers resent high prices for coal, 
but are unable to form an Intelligent 
Judgment as to the cause, on account 
of the lack of authoritative informa- 
tion, 

"We call upon our government, out 
of concern for the well-being of tho 
nation aa a whole, tho health and 
comfort of the miners, and the preser- 
vation of the mining industry, to take 
Immediate steps to bring the dis- 
putants together In order to secure a 
Just settlement of the present strike 
and an organization of the coallndus- 
try on the basis of the maxlmuuj 
Bcrvlce to the nation." 



Cut Is Rcaarded as the Final "Wal- 
lop" by tho Labor Board Before 
• the Unions Perfect Their 
Strike Plans. 

Chicago, June 10.— More than 820,- 
000 railroad employees are altccted by 
a 520,000,000 wage slash announced by 
the railroad labor board. 

Tlie classes of employees affected 
are the clerical and station forces, 
which are heaviest hit by the decision, 
the signal department employees and 
Stationary engine and boiler room em- 
ployees. The now wage scales will 
take effect July 1. 

This «nt is the tlilrJ in a recent 
series made by the board and makes 
a grand total of wngc cuts on railroad 
pay rolls'of $134,083,021.33. 

It ts'regarded as practically the final 
cut-in the present review of wages by 
the 'Ubard, as the only class of em- 
ptoyees not acted on is that of tlie rail- 
way telegraphers. 

The telegraphers, it la' learned, do 
not expect a decision In their wngo 
question for some months. This Is be- 
cause the principal matters of conten- 
tion tliey have before the bdard'.re- 
gjird the alleged In^jiuality of tlielr 
pay. on dlltercnt railroads. 
. The board's 'latest decision Is not 
complete, as a rejoinder to the dissent 
filed by minority memhers^ls being pre- 
pared for record by the majority. The 
main portion of tho decision Is re- 
leased for publication. 

In filing the decision the board has 
departed from the lines adopted In Its 
two previous declsious by submitting 
figures tending to show that under 
the new scale, as compared with the 
"before government control" period, 
the employees, although cut In wages, 
are nctually receiving a higher scale 
of pay and receive wages having a 
higher per cent of purchase power 
than in 11)17. 

More than a million ratlrdad work- 
ers have now been reduced In pay by 
the three decisions, tins final cut com- 
ing fast on the heels of the announce- 
ment by labor leaders, meeting In con- 
vention at Cincinnati, that answers to 
ballots recently mailed out are unani- 
mously In favor of a nation-wide rail- 
way strike. 

The "wliite collar" class of rail em- 
ployees contributed the largest part of 
the wage slash. More than 180,000 
clerks are cut 3 and *1 cents an hour, 
the smaller rate applying to clerks 
with experience of two or more years 
In their lino of work. These same em- 
ployees were cut cents nn hour In 
the wage reduction of last ,Tuly. 

Certain employees In the classes 
considered In the latest decision aro 
not' affected. _ 

Those whose rate of pny Is un- 
changed are: Train dlspntchers, din- 
ing ear stewards,, rrmployeos repre- 
Bented by the JIarlne Culinary Work- 
ers' Association of California and 
llontlng equipment employcoH, whoso 
wage disputes are remanded.
